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The table on the back of this sheet presents estimates of the total 
anounts of certain fruits and vegetables preserved in Ansrican 
homes during 1944, Thece estinates are derived from the reports of 
1982 housewives carefully selected to represent all the households 
of the country. Fach respondent was interviewed in her hone; the 
interviewing was done between September 25 and October 15, 1944, 

it should be noted that approximately one-sixth of the respondents 
reported that they expected to do some home preserving subsequent 
to tue tine they were intervieved. 


Aitiough a large number of different foods vere reported as having 
been preserved, national estinates arc presented onty for thoss 
bet foods which were pre <i by a relatively large mmber of house~ 
5 Wivec. Dependable e ates of the total amounts of each of the 
ca tess comonly preserved foods cannot be made from the present ctudy. 
a However, a rough approxication of the combined total of these foods 
ca is possible. if this miscellaneous total is added to the totals of
